On October 8 he was one of ten who 
were out on a scouting party in the 
Argonne Forest. Boche guns got seven 
of his comrades and the other three 
put up a desperate fight. These were 
finally wounded, Private Mears receiv- 
ing a wound in the wrist. He dressed 
his own wound as best he could but 
while this feat was being performed a 
machine gun bullet struck his gas mask. 
As it was at the alert position it saved 
his life; but he and his companions were 
soon found by Germans and taken to 
their camp. 

At headquarters he was brought be- 
fore a German captain, where he was

| gestion of cowardly retreat. But we are 
proudest of you, soldiers and sailors of 
Andover, whether officers or enlisted 
}men, whether vou enrolled) under. the 
stars and stripes or under the banner of 
some Allied cause; you, who have held 
aloft the flag you loved and have so 
staunchly defended your country in its 
hour of danger. , 

And the town is proud of vou, whether 
you wear the gold chevron or the silver, 
whether Fate sent vou overseas and into 
the trenches, or left you here in training 
camps, willing and ready for sacrifice, 
but) disappointed in) your hopes. All 
honor to those whose fortune it was to 
go “over the Lop” with rifle and bayonet 
and rush across the hell of No Man's 
Land. Those of you who have done 
this, -and some of vou have done it not 
once but many times, —know better the 
real value of life because you have been 
so near to losing it. All honor, too, to 
those of you who, held here against their 
will, formed a part of that mighty host 
the news of whose assembling helped to 
drive the Kidcr from his throne and to 
lay prostrate the Prussian aulocracy. 
There is not one of you who would have 
hesitated if the call to the front) had 
come, not one who would not have gone 
cheerfully to death, if necessary, in order 
to protect home and family from the 
menace of the despot Hun.

might cease’. No words are adequate 


to speak the honor which we feel. The 
medals which will be pinned upon your 
breasts are simply a symbol, a material 


expression, of the respect which is your | 


due. Although they are artistic in de- 
sign, they are not intrinsically of great 
value. But, Just as the flag of stars and 


stripes is something more and finer than 
the fabric of which it is woven, so these 
medals are more than the bronze upon 
which they are stamped. ‘They carr’ 
with them the gratitude, the admiration, 
the affection of an entire community.

magistrates, are looking down in spirit 
upon you to-night. ‘They rejoice that 
you have continued unimpaired the 
splendid New England tradition, and 
have added a new lustre to the annals of 
the old Bay State.

Now that the “tumult and the shout- 
ing” have almost died away, T am re- 
minded of another of our noble hymns, 
which lays emphasis on the days of 
Peace and on the duty which devolves 
on us in supporting America just as 
truly now as we did in the compelling 
time of war:—

This com- 
mittee shall have power to fill vacancies that occur 
in their number during their term of office and shall 
continue in office for one year and until their 
successors are chosen. 

Article 4.—Section 12.—The Selectmen may, as 
provided by Section 29 of Chapter 102 of the Re- 
vised Laws of Massachusetts as amended by Section 
18 of Chapter 291 of the General Acts of 1918, 
license suitable persons to be collectors of, dealers 
in, or keepers of shops for the purchase, sale, or 
barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles.

M. S. P. C. C. Annual Report 


In the 38th annual report of the 
Massachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children just’ pub- 
lished, President Grafton D. Cushing 
emphasizes the imperative need of 
additions to the Society’s invested funds 
in order that it may meet the steadily 
increasing demands for its services. 
The Society closed its last fiscal year 


with a deficit of about $7,000. Mr. 
Cushing said that this was due largely 
to the fact that very few of the Branch 
cflices are self-supporting. With the 
recent opening of offices in Springfield 
and Helvoke, the Society’s agencies now 
cover the State. This is the goal that 
has been aimed at for several years past. 
Mr. Cushing closed his report with a 
statement of the need of greater co- 
ordination among social agencies to

prevent waste of time and effort, 

The report of the General Secre- 
tary, C. C. Carstens, calls attention 
to the fact that in addition to its usual 
tasks, which last year included work 
with 14,089 children of 4,592 families, 
the Society had also shared with other 
social agencies in the important task of 
“protecting the personnel of the na- 
tion’s soldiers and sailors from evil 
sex practices with vicious young women

Loyal League Medals 
Monday by Daughters of 
Revolution to Best Essays 

on ‘‘Good Citizenship”’ 


Patriotic and interesting exercises 
were held Monday afternoon in Pun- 
chard hall by the students of the eighth 
grades. Loyal League medals are pre- 
sented each year by the Daughters of 
the Revolution through Andover’s 
Phoebe Foxcroft Phillips Chapter to the 
two pupils having the best paper on 
subjects chosen by the chapter. 

Mrs. Charles E. Abbott, regent, pre- 
sided Monday, and the exercises were 
attended by mothers and friends of the 
children. 

The Loyal League has for its motto, 
““Good Citizenship’’ and this was the 
subject given out to write upon. There 
are two prizes, one to go to the best 
paper written and read by a student in 
the Stowe School eighth grade, and the 
other to be awarded to one of the other 
eighth grades. The papers are written 
as part of the school work ard the best 
ones are read each year before judges. 
Two pretty silver medals are the prizes, 
and they are worn proudly on all state 
occasions when patriotism is especially 
emphatic. 

The exercises were opened by the 
singing of ‘“‘America’’ by the schools. 
Professor Charles H. Forbes was the 
speaker of the afternoon, and gave an 
address on the subject, ‘‘Good Citizen- 
ship and Loyalty to Country.’ He 
told entertainingly and helpfully, how 
boys and girls may play a vital part in 
the community. As president of the 
Village Improvement Society, he em- 
phasized the need for their doing their 
parts in making the town attractive and 
united, and by so doing they could be 
helping their country. After the reading 
of the papers, the judges, Miss Emma 
Lincoln and Miss Julia Twichell, 
announced the winners as being Olive 
Mitchell for the Stowe School, and 
Michel Buthman of the North School. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the afternoon was the presentation 
of the medals to'the winners, by the two 
pupils who had won them last year. 
Their speeches were works of art and 
their manner -of presenting most. digni- 
fied and full of ease. Grace Hess and

““Good Citizenship’? by 
Buthman 


Michel 


To become a good citizen one must 
begin his training while young and in the 
grammar schools. -He then can train 
himself to be a good citizen by thinking 
of other people's rights, by not marking 


on his books, by not cutting up his desk, 


and keeping everything neat and clean. 
If everybody kept as good care of their 
school books as they do of their own, 
the rate would not be so high on taxes. 

If he sees paper or other rubbish on 
the street and picks it up, puts it in the 
rubbish can, he is then helping to keep 
the streets clean. For almost on every 
street there is a rubbish can on the 
ground or on a telephone or telegraph 
pole. In public gardens some people 
like to pick the flowers. They claim they 
belong to them, as they pay taxes, and 
so they can pick them. But they are 
everybodys, not only one persons. If 
people stopped, and though they belong 
to the public they would not touch 
them, then things would look much 
better, and they would be better citi- 
zens. For instance, if a stranger should 
come into our town or city and see 
broken bottles, orange peels, paper, 
and all kinds of rubbish, he would think 
to himself, “I would not like to live 
in this city. The people are dirty and 
the city men don’t care.” He might see 
some boys smoking and chewing to- 
bacco, swearing and calling each other 
names, and girls talking to them and 
laughing. He might think, “If I let 
my boys and girls come to this school, 
mY boys would soon smoke and chew 
and the girls would form bad habits.’’ 
Then he would walk away thinking to 
himself, ‘‘The streets are dirty, the 
boys and girls are bad and have no 
manners.’’ Don’t let anybody think 
that about your city or town, boys and 
girls. If you see some smaller boy 
smoking, take whatever he is smoking 
and throw it away. If you hear some 
boy or young man swearing, try and 
make him stop it for that gives the 
town or city a bad name. Above all,

TWICE WOUNDED 


Leonard T. York Reported Dead, 
Was Twice Wounded in France. 


and Mrs. Richard C. York, formerly of 
Ballardvale, was reported as killed in 
action. Therefore, it was doubly good 
to have him present at the Friday night 
reception. 

He went to Camp Devens in October 
1917 and from there to Atlanta, Georgia. 
In April he went across with the machine 
gun battalion of the 328th Infantry, 
82nd division. He fought at the St. 
Mihiel front and was wounded in June 
in his hand. A broken finger was the 
result of a shrapnel wound, and _ his 
hand has not wholly recovered. Eight 
days in the hospital were quite enough 
for him, so he ran away and found his 
company in action. From Chateau 
Thierry in June, until October's big 
drive was well under way he was in the 
thick of the fighting. Then, — on 
October 12th,—he was thrown high 
in the air by a German explosive. 
Three broken ribs resulted, and_ his 
remaining days were spent in various 
hospitals. 

Welcome news came to him = on 
February 25th, when he left Brest to 
sail home on the U. S. S. Nebraska 
which landed in Boston. 

And welcome news came to_ his 
family and friends, too, when he 
arrived in the town actually alive and 
whole, and happy.
